IS, i960, MSN number 1563496. Ke stated that he was court- 
martialed on July 31, 1958, for assault and inciting to 
riot for which he v;as foxind guilty and served four raonths 
and six days in the stockade. He added that the charge 
resulted from a brawl in a bar. 



CASSISI advised that he was attached to Marine 
Air Control Squadron Number 1 at Atsugi, Japan, and served 
there from about November 4, 1956 to December 10, 1058. 

He recalled that OSWALD v;as attached to the same unit and 
he had a recollection that CSW.ALD '^§.3 v;ith tha unit in 
November, 1957, and he believed OSv.'ALD '.;as still with the 
unit in December, 1958, when he, CASSISI, left Japan to 
return to the United States. 



CASSISI stated. that he w’as assigned to a Trans- 
portation Unit as a mechanic and driver, w'hlle OSWALD ’was 
in a Radio Unit. The Radio Unit serviced radios used for 
radar sets and operated a radio r-..ay station. 

CASSISI pointed out that the men in the vhiit 
usually were close and stayed together both on duty and off 
duty. 



CASSISI remarked that he lived in a barracks which 
housed 72 men and that OSWALD lived in the sa-mo barracks. 

The barracks was divided Into cubicles by the arrangement 
,u’ ^^lall lockers. C.ISSISI stated that he was one of eight 
men in a cubicle and t'-.at all of ohese men ’.•/ci'c assigned to 
Motor Transport , Ke does not recall the men who shared a 
cubicle with OSWALD but would assxixme that they were men 
from the Radio Section. 

CASSISI stated that he had limited contact with 
OSWALD. Ke advised that members of Kotor Transport drove 
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•'uiio men to duty In the radio chad-: and brougnt ohem bac.t 
It the end of their shifts. They also hrou£nv lood oo the 
radio shack from the mess hall. CASSISx nrooa^ly^drove^ 

0-V.VvLD and others to the radio shade ai'vd occasionally 
him whan he delivered food frers tne mess .»aj.l. 

CASSISI stated ha- had absolutely noncontact 
CdV.'ALD during off duty hours and had no racolleci,lon ox 
:.var havins spent any time with him or associating wlon 
him in axiy v;ay. 

CASSISI had no recollection th?fc OSWALD had ^ny
